A correspondent of tho Philadelphia 
Times, who visited tho battle-field at 
Spottsylvanin Court House, writes : 
"Tho Deputy Sheriff, iun-kceper, and 
leading citizen of tho settlement, Mr. 
Aehby, who is a kinsman of the brilliant 
cavalryman of that name, kindly offered 
to show mo what was to be seen, and af- 
ter breakfast he started for what ho 
called the " Horseshoe," or, as it is more 
gonerally known, tho " Bloody Angle. " 
Driving northward on the level Brook 
road for less than a half-mile wo wheeled 
abruptly ;into a by-way to the right and 
began to pass through a thicket of small 
pines. These evergreens, which have 
grown on tho margin of tho ,McCool farm 
since the battle, threaten to choke tho 
narrow road. What wo were going 
through wns more like a bridle-path 
than a place for wheels, but, heedless of 
the ends of limbs that whipped him in 
the eyes and brushed against the sides 
of tho buggy, our horse dashed along, 
fetching us finally to a fallow Hold, 
wherein stands the McCool house. 
This place is one of grim fame 
and lasting liistory, for. in the woods 
hereabout death's maw was gorged 
in the longest, lirccst, ghastliest 
hand-to-hand combat known to man. 
Tall oaks surround the house, which is 
a weather-beaten, rickety structure that 
clearly has been through the mills. At 
the time of the battle the dwelling was 
occupieel by Farmer McCool, bachelor, 
with his two maiden sisters. When it 
grew hot and deafening all around, the 
family went into the cellar, and there 
Miss Millie, sitting by the side of her 
»ick sister, wrote the following note: 

"Grant, General, Sir: I desire that 
you stop this nasty fighting. There is 
a sick lady in the house. 

" Mildred McCool. 1 ' 

A trembling courier, in the person of 
a black boy, succeeded in delivering the 
note within the Union linos, but oddly 
enough the battle was nl lowed to con- 
tinue. 

"And would you believe it!" Miss 
Millie was wont to exclaim, in chats with 
her neighbors many a year thereafter, 
"and would you really believe it ! the 
Yankee General wasn't gentleman 
enough to grunt a lady's request." 

"Shame! shame!" would come in 
chorus, and Miss Millie's ancient rock- 
ing choir would stand still from the very 
amazement of the good woman between 
its arms. And to this day Grant is hold 
up by Miss Millie's friends as a person 
who is "no gentleman." One morning, 
two days afterward, it was so quiet that 
tho occupants of tho cellar concluded 
that the storm had swept over, and 
Farmer McCool cautiously thrust his 
head up from below. A Union soldier 
who saw the head grabbed at it and the 
old man ducked down, leaving his wig in 
possession of the laughing sharp- 
shooters. 



The Care of the Hands. 

Many persons, especially formers, 
neglect their hands. Hard work will, 
of course, make the hands hard, but 
they need not on that account be untidy. 
A black lino at each linger nail is not a 
mark of a " workingman " so much as 
it is of a negligent one. No matter 
what his occupation, one should no more 
come to the table with dirty hands than 
with dirty face. To keep the hands in 
good order a brush is a necessity.

Rub 
the brush across the soap and scrub the 
linger nails, noi only at tho cud, but at 
the base where they joiu the flesh, and, 
it' there are anyotlwu - part* of the hands 
that need it, give them a scrubbing also. 
The daily use of a nail-brush, and a 
careful paring of the nails before they 
get long, will enable the hardest- 
worked farmer to keep his hands in a 
comfortable condition. The greatest 
trouble with the hands is from a split- 
ting of the skin at the base of tho nails, 
causing what are culled " hang-nails ;" 
tiiis may be avoided by a littlo care. 
At each washing of the hands, and after 
I hey have been dried upon tile towel, 
t ush tho skin downward away from the 
luise of the nail by using the end of an- 
other nail; that is, use the thumb-nail 
of the right hand to dress the nails of 
the left, and vice versa. The comfort 
that results from well-kept hands is 
sufficient reason, not to mention neat 
H I rpearance, for properly caring for thorn.

Well may tax.payerri stand 
aghast at tho dismal prospect before 
them, and well may tho prudent and 
thoughtful ask, "whero is this grave fi- 
nancial responsibility tho local govern- 
ment have thrust upon us to cad t" 
About 8232,000 by the provincial 
revenue is alreadv gone, and a further 
••xpenditrlro of 8200,000 will be re- 
quired for cement alone ! The govern- 
ment have acted willi amazing blind- 
ness throughout. They rushed into all 
sorts of expenditure and assumed a 
crinhing responsibility without having 
asked fhr an estimate of tho cost of the 
cement. The alarm with regard to tho 
quantity of cement necessary for the 
work was sounded in theso columns in 
Novomber last. Subsequent to that 
date the engineer was asked for an 
estimate for the first time. Now, what 
remains for the government to do, for 
they cannot ask the Houso for more 
money. There would seem to be only 
one course open to them, which is 
to adopt tliu policy of the Elliott Gov- 
ernment and ask tho Imperial Govern- 
ment to help a lame dog over the stile 
by tak'ingovcr the work. As we showed 
last week, the present government have 
copied tho fiscal policy of the ELLIOTT 
government with some success. Hav- 
ing eaten the fiscal leek with ingrati- 
tude they are doubtless quite prepared 
to adopt the drydock policy of their 
predecessors without somuch as'saying, 
'•Yours, truly, with thanks." 



Tho Comont and tho Chief Commis- 
sioner. 

To the Editor:— I am one of 
soveral persons who know how the 
chief commissioner acted with rogard 
to the cement when it was stored at 
Esquimalt. At tho time the cofferdam 
was under my charge for completion 
1 had to go to the place where the 
cement was stored at different times in 
the month of December, 1879, and one 
day observing a very high tide I went 
to the lower floor of the building where 
tho cement was and found about six 
inches of water around the barrels. I 
reported it to the chief commissioner of 
lands and works. He said ho would 
see about it. Tho following day a still 
higher tide occurred which I also re- 
ported to him. A third tide covered 
the barrels with from six to eight 
inches of water. Practical men know 
how cement settle3 when water is put 
upon it,and I know that when the ,bar- 
rels at Esquimalt that had been in 
water were opened the cement was as 
hard as a rock. I can be sustained in 
my statements with regard to this, It 
appeared to 'me that the chief coinmis 
sioner did not care what became of the 
cement or anything olsc so long as he 
got his three thousand four hundred 
dollars a year. If the chief cominia 
sioner dispute i my statement 1 con 
give corroborative testimony.

PUBLIC MEETING. 



An Enthusiastic and Loyal Gathering 

A largo numbor of influential citizens 
assembled at tho Town Hall Inst ovening 
at tho call of the Mayor on behalf of tho 
citizens, for tin- purpose of passing a re- 
solution of cougntulntion to Her Most 
Gracious Majesty on the occasion of her 
oscane from tho attempt rccontly made on 
Iter Isfo by a would-be assassin. 

Hia Worship tho Mayor occupied tho 
chair and Wm. Leigh, Esq., Town Clerk, 
acted as secretary. 

The Mayor, who on rising was greeted 
with applause, in explaining the object of 
tho meeting said: We have met this ove- 
ning, follow citizens, for the purpose of 
giving an expression of our loyalty to our 
Most Gracious Sovereign Queen Victoria, 
under circumstancoH which he sincerely 
trusted would ncvrcall thorn toget horagain. 
(Applause.) As distance is said to lend 
enchantment to the view bo he beliovod 
that distance from the land which gave so 
many of us birth incroased our loyalty, 
and ho could say with all confidence that 
the people of this city, which bears the 
name of our bolovcd Queen in this land 
of tho far west, are us loyal as her 
subjects in the old country (great ap- 
plause.) She has reigned over us now 
nearly 45 years, and during that length- 
ened poriod the purity of her court has 
been unchallenged and a fit example to 
the whole world. Her devotion to tho 
memory of her illustrious consort, who 
died while she was yet in the full bloom 
of womanhood, is a grand example to 
oven tho humblest of her subjects; and 
her motherly love has endeared her not 
only to the hearts of her own subjects but 
to every people where the English lan- 
guage is spoken (much applause!.) Every 
day makes us the more convinced of her 
worth and from our hearts we say Ood 
Bless our Queen. May Ho who rides the 
destineia of the universe protect her from 
all danger (enthusiastic cheering.) 

Mr. T. It. Mitchell was then called on to 
move the resolution, which reads m fol- 
lows : 

To the Queen, Mo.il Gracious Madam: 

We, your Majesty's loyal subjects of 
the city of Victoria, in the Province of 
British Columbia, having heard with in- 
dignation that an attempt has been made 
upon tho life of your Most Gracious Ma- 
josty, desiro to express our gratitude to 
Almighty God for having preserved ynur 
Majesty from tho hand of tho would-be 
assassin; and whilst expresssng our de- 
testation of this attempt against your 
Majosty's person, we desire to assure 
your Majesty of our continued loyalty 
and devotion to your Majesty's person 
and Crown. 

We remain, with the profoundest 
veneration, Madam, your Ma- 
jesty's most faithful subject* 
and dutiful servants. 
Victoria, B. C, March G, 1881'. 

Tho moversaid when ho heard of tho at- 
tempt on Her Majosty's life on Thursday 
his tirst thought was ono of indignation; 
and then ho considered that a public 
n_eeting should be called at onco for pass- 
ing such a resolution as ho had just read. 
He was suro it commended itself to the 
wishes of overyone present, and was of 
such a character that a speech was en- 
tirely uncalled for. He begged to move 
the resolution. (Applause). 

Hon. T. B. Humphreys in seconding 
tho resolution considered that when an 
occasion of this kind occurs, and ho sin- 
cerely hoped it would never occur again, 
in every part of the British Empiro auch 
a resolution would meet with a ready re- 
sponse, and the expression of loyalty 
which it would call forth would be deop 
and enthusiastic. Not only British sub- 
jects, but every nationality on tho face of 
tho globo, would join in such an express- 
ion of loyalty and devotion to the Crown. 
(Cheers). He knew tho citizons of the 
United States would, from one end of tho 
great Republic to tho other, bo thankful 
that tho Queen had escaped unhurt and 
that there would bo but ono cry of detes- 
tation at tho dastardly attempt. 

Coun. Baker auggostod that tho words, 
"would be" should bu put in before "as- 
sassin," as the miscreant happily was not 
an assassin. 

Theso words were accordingly inserted. 

On putting tho resolution it was unani- 
mously carriod by tho whole audience 
rising to their feet with tho greatest pos- 
sible enthusiasm. 

Coun. Boyd moved tho following reso 
lution: — Resolved, that tho secretary of 
tliis meeting bo instructed to forward the 
resolution passed to tho Secretary of Statu 
for the Colonies; and that tho substanco 
of said resolution bo forwarded by tele- 
graph. As a loyal British subject he was 
only too glad that tho attempt had failed. 
He would not attempt a speech as it was 
entirely unnecessary. (Applause) 

Seconded-by Mr. Wm, Dal by and car- 
ried unanimously. 

After a voto of thanks to the Mayor for 
occupying tho chair tho audience sang 
fiod Save tho Quoen and then dispersed.

THE DRYDOCK INQUIRY. 

FIRST DAY.

Tut T.sn iv, March 
The particulars of difference of cost of 
dock, at each of these sites, are statod in 
dotail in the report. This report is tho 
one of Oct., 1871, made by Iv. oc M. For 
report sec sessional papors, lififG, pp. 751 
to 757. 

Which silo for the dock was selected 
and when I A. Thetis Cove. The reports 
will show the dales, I had not charge of 
tho matter then. 

Will you give K. & M.'s estimate of 
cost for constructing cofferdam at Thetis 
Cove! A. £14,000; quay wall, 05,500; 

tilling round dock, ; cost of land, 

,C2,-I00; total, £21,900. 

As tho cost of filling was left blank, 
how is the total cost of dock arrived at I 
A. Tho ongineor's report only can explain 
this, but aftor considering the facilities of 
the respective sites, tho engineer's came 
to the estimate of £100,000 for the whole 
structure complete without details. Ne- 
cessary materials and other matters are 
however reported upon. This was done 
after Mr Morris had personally examin- 
ed the site here. 

Have you ever obtained from K. A M. 
a detailed estimate of the cost of tin; 
dock .' A.I cannot find any detailed es- 
timate, and cannot say if any came in 
1870 and 1877 with the plans, during 
Mr. Vernon's timo as C. C. L. and \\ . 
1 knoiv there have Leon none rocoived by 
me, and can only swear to tho fact as fat- 
as 1 am personally concerned. The spe- 
cifications, though, with bills of quanti- 
ties, etc , were drawn by K, it M. and 
sent oul here, I think, in Mr. Vernon's 
timo. 

Li the bills of quantities is the amount 
of cement specified / A. Tho quantity of 
cement required is not stated, but tho 
concrete required is given in cubic yards. 
No averdupois or tonnage weight is men- 
tioned of either cement or concrete. 

Can the quantity of cement be calculat- 
ed from the quantities pf concrete given I 
A. Yes; 1 believe so, by an engineer or 
any other person acquainted with con- 
crete, because Mr. Bennett in November 
last made his est im it e of >1,>I00 tons being 
necessary, beyond what had previously 
been ordered from the data given in tho 
specifications, and after he had been spe- 
cially requested to do .so by Mr. Beaveu 
and myself. This estimate of -1 ,-tOO tons 
is contained in a letter from him to me, 
dated 12th Nov., 1831. See exhibits. 

Has the government received from Mr. 
Bennett the figures of his calculation 
showing how his estimate of 1,100 tons 
was arrived at I A. No, but 1 subsequently 
sent a cablegram to Iv. it M.,with a view 
of checking this estimate, for their esti- 
mates of total amount of cement requir- 
ed for the dock by the specifications. To 
which they replied 5000 tons. This would 
include the 700 odd tons which arrived 
here in the first instance. No calculation 
has been made here by any one else for 
the government. 

Can you give the committee the date of 
votir cablegram to K. A: M.i A. Bee. 
2lst, 1881. 

WhatToason do you give for not having 
had an estimate made in your office with 
a view of verifying Mr. Bennett's esti- 
mate ! A. Because I got him lo check 
hia estimate carefully more than once, and 
he assured mt> that he could not, possibly 
be wrong. 

As tho cofferdam has been carried on as 
a separate work, and as no detailed esti- 
mate has ever been, apparently, made of 
the whole cost of tho dock, what author- 
ity exists for assuming that the £100,000 
estimate made by K. it. M. ombraced tho 
cost of cofferdam .' -V. Their own roport 
of Oct., 1871, as far as I remember. (Sec 
Exhibit J). 

Yv'as not the outimato of £100,000 made 
with tho understanding that a timber floor 
for the dock would bo mdioieiit 1 A. The 



report must speak for itself and Sir. 
Sprout's letters on the subject will give the 
information. 

Do you know whether the changes te- 
fcrrod to in the letter of K. A- M. dated 
7th Sept., 1870, which the admiralty re- 
quired in the dock plans, namely, substi- 
tuting stone floor with cement under- 
neath for a timber floor, was made after 
their estimate in Oct., 187-1, "of £100,000 
as the cost of tho whole work? A. I 
cannot tell without referring to the pap- 
ers. Some of the letters on this subject 
were received when Mr. Vernon was chief 
commissioner. 

W ere the plans and specifications of the 
dock made after a stone floor was decided 
on; A. Yes, as far as the specifications 
show. Mr. K. informed mo in London 
that a wooden floor was subject to tho 
chance of explosion, and that the admir- 
alty required a stone floor. 

When was the cement and stone coffer- 
dam first proposed abandoned and the 
present one substituted 1 A. Mr. Beav- 
cn, chief commissioner, cut tell you, I 
think. 

Was the cofferdam contract let before 
your government resigned 1 A. I think 
it was, to Hay ward and Jenkinson; boo 
sessional pnpers, 1870, p. 420; but somo 
arrangements occurred by which the con- 
tract was let to Messrs. Reed Bros, in 
Jan. , 1870. Tho contract Is signed by 
them, and to tho best of my recollection 
by Mr. Vernon. 

Was the cofferdam completed when 
you returned to office in 1878! A. No, 
not before my return to office. 

You took charge of dock matters then, 
as C. C. of L. and W.J A. Yes. 

Were any complaints made by the con- 
tractors that the plans, specifications and 
borings were defective ' A. Yes, in tho 
correspondence between them and Mr, 
Vernon principally. 

Do you know whether the complaints 
were well founded ? A. Not of my own 
knowledge, and this question with others 
connected with it, is now before the en- 
gineers in chief for settlement between 
the government and Messrs. Reed Bros. 

Did not many extras arise in conso- 
quenco of defects in plans, specifications 
and boringsJ A. The resident engineer 
can answer this best, but extras were al- 
lowed, while on the other hand, consider- 
able deductions were made, as is the case, 
as 1 am informed in all such large works. 
Can you inform us of the amount of 
Roed Bros', claim now under arbitration; 
A. All thoir sevoral claims were forward- 
ed by mo with all their protests, petition 
of right and letters in full to tho engi- 
neers in chief, when I submitted tho case 
on the part of the government. They 
have made four separate claims at differ- 
ent times on the aamo matter, differing in 
anioutit in each case, and ranging, speak- 
ing from memory, between about §20,000 
and $42,000. I cannot speak positively; 
each claim has been specially reported on 
and answered.. Their claims conflict 
| with each other; their last claim is $42,- 
] 000 and is now under furthor report from 
] Mr. Bennett and myself. It is full of in- 
accuracies on the face of it. • 

Will you hand in the correspondence 
betweon your department and the arbitra- 
torsto thccommittcc ? A. The only corres- 
pondence consists of one letter enclosing 
the case of the government as submitted 
j by im- in the form of an answer to the 
' ca.se put forward by Messrs. Reed Bros, 
in their petition of right and affidavits, 
filed in the Supreme Court on an applica- 
tion for a "mandamus" to compel tho 
chief commissioner of lands and works to 
an arbitration under the general arbitra- 
tion clause of the contract. There are 
also seme late letters respecting Messrs. 
Reed Bros.' counter caso. I must re- 
spectfully decline to place any matters 
now under arbitration before the commit- 
tee, lest it should prejudice tho case of 
either party. 

As the cost of tho dock will evidently 
far exceed K. & M's. estimate of LT00,- 
000, have you communicated with that 
firm to ascertain how the groat discrepan- 
cies have arisen. A, No; because it was 
unnecessary to do so. I informed Mr. 
Bennett somo short time ago that I inten- 
ded to roport the fact of his errors in the 
cement estimate; this was before the 
nouso sat, but as 1 thon hoard that a 
committoo would be moved for I deferred 
doing so to give him an opportunity of 
explaining himself. 1 considered also 
that tho fact of reporting his mistake 
could not euro it, and a little timo would 
load to no injurious remits, 

As the construction of the cofferdam 
disclosed defects in borings and plans did 
you instruct Mr. Bennett to make fresh 
borings on tlte whole dock site, so that 
tho plans and specifications, if found de- 
fective, could be amended bofore tho 
dock contract was lot. A. Certainly 
not. The alleged defects were dis- 
covered in Sir. Vernon's time, and are 
nil being dealt with by the arbitrators on 
the cofferdam claims. A clause in each 
of tho specifications relating to the coffer 
dam and dock specially provides that a 
bid or tender being offered for either 
work tho contractors shall bo deemed by 
reason of making tho tender to have fully 
satisfied himself of the correctness of all 
plans, bills of quantities, specifications, | 
borings, and tide levels. Besides no de-, j 
foots in the above respects have been, to 
the best of my knowledge, alleged to havo j 
existed, or to exist, with respect to the 
dock contract. Even if they did exist tho I 
government would not bo responsible for 
them according to tho terms of the con- | 
tract. 

Do you know whether Reed Bros, had 
to dredge a greater quantity than the 
bills of quantities called for I A. 1 must 
respectfully decline to answer this, as it 
is one of the questions disputed between 
them and tho resident engineer, and now 
bofore tho arbitrators. Of my own know- 
ledge I know nothing of this, as it was in 
Mr. Vernon's time. 

Do you know whether in tho extras al- 
lowed to Reed Bros, extras wore included 
for dredging ? A. The resident engineer 
can host inform you on this subject. 

Does tlte total cohI of the dock depend 
on a lump sum or on quantities? The 
idea of the form of contract adopted is, 
that a lump sum is named as a supposed 
limit of cost, and the prices o£ different 
materials are mentioned specially in the 
bills of quantities, so as to arrange for 
giving or taking on such quantities should 
they vary from the estimate made of them. 

In the event of it being all giving and 
tin taking are we to understand that the 
cost of tho dock will not in any event ex- 
ceed the amount pnt down as a lump sum J 
A. The rule is that it should not exceed 
the lump siim,becatiBe a certain sum largo 
or small as the caso may be is always in- 
serted by the contractors to cover unfor- 
scon contingencies. 

Should that certain sum not cover the 
extra quantity Of work on the dock would 
tho contractors be entitled to recover for 
the additional quantity of work ! A. T 
must respectfully decline to give legal 
opinions on oath. 

If the contractors had boon required by 
their contract to provide the cement would 
the Hum for "contingencies be taken to 
cover the cost of extra cement, wlmtover 
the amount might bo. evon to tho extent of 



4,4.00 tons above tho estimate? A. The 
clause in the contract alluded to (section 
2) would meet this question; the contrac- 
tor by it is required lo satisfy himself 
fully of tho correctness of the bills of 
quantities and after his tender he and not 
the government is responsible for any 
miscalculation which could have been seen 
by looking at the bills or specifications. 

If the total work dono by the contrac-. 
tors on tho dock contract should turn out 
less than that contained in tho specifica- 
tions would a deduction from tho total 
a nount of the contract be made in favor 
of the contract bo made in favor of tho 
governmont ! A. Certainly, as the de- 
duction would be taken from the $25,000 
set apart for contingencies, this sum being 
the amount tixod by the specifications to 
como and go upon the sum, is a huge 
one, and is in proportion to the magni- 
tude of work. ' Tho contractors might not 
be entitled to any of tho 825,000. 

If the amount should turn out less than 
the amount of the contract, after deduct- 
ing the S25,000, what wouldthen happen ! 
A. I cannot at tho moment tell, but hucIi 
a question implies a vory serious differ- 
ence betweon the bid and tho value of tho 
work, not contemplated, as likely to arise. 
The engincois, for instance, on tho rail- 
way so manage their estimates as to bring 
them, when possible, within the lump 
sum mentioned. A contractor's agree- 
ment, Mr. Bennett's certificates are given 
for quantities and value of materials when 
used. 

Do you think that the error in tho esti- 
mate of cement would justify an assump- 
tion that proportionate errors may be 
discovered with referenco to othor quan- 
tities that would mako tho !j<25,000 for 
contingencies altogether nn inadequate 
sum to cover them, and that the total 
cost of the dock might be increased, 
through such errors, to an amount never 
contemplated when dock construction was 
entered upon by tho province '. A. En- 
gineers' mistakes arc proverbial, but such 
errors as are referred to in the above 
question could hardly take place, except 
tlte engineer making tho estimates was 
most incompetent. 

Knowing that enginoors' errors are pro- 
verbial, why did yon not have borings 
and specifications examined ? A. 1 have 
already answered tho question by refer- 
ence to section II. of the dock specifica- 
tions. 

Do we understand yon, that' whatever 
may bo tho errors in quantities or specifi- 
cations, the dock contract cannot cost tho 
province more than tho lump sum for 
which it was let ; A. I have already 
given as minute an answor to tho sub- 
stance of tho question as I can. 

(4th March)- Did you know that addi- 
tional cement would bo required for the 
dock prior to 12th Nov., 1881, when Mr. 
Bennett informed you that 4,400 tons 
would be necessary ! A. A few days 
prior to the 4th October last, I told Mr. 
Bennett to take stock of tho cement on 
hand and report what was used. He did 
so, as appears by his lottcr of the above 
date, showing that 915 barrels had been 
used in a certain timo, nnd that 1800 re- 
mained on hand, and he also rocotnmend- 
ed that tho city corporation should bo 
asked to return what they had borrowed. 
On tho 8th Oct. he wrote to me in tho 
following language: "Sir, — Referring 
to my letter of tho 5th inst. calling your 
attention to the quantity of cement on 
hand, 1 respectfully suggest that it, would 
bo advisable to order 100 tons through 
Messrs. Iv. it M. from England. Tho 
coment should be of the same quality ns 
tho previous shipment, and shippod in 
oak caskH as soon as possible W. Bkn- 
>et, Engineer." Exhibit No. 0. This 
was the same 100 tons, as I understood 
from him, which he had originally nskod 
for as necessary, beyond tho total quanti- 
ty first ordered, for tho purpose of pro- 
viding against any contingencies arising 
from springs that might be uncovered 
during excavation. It is also a repetition 
of a request made by letter of 18th Feb- 
ruary, 1880, from him to mo which is as 
follows: 

"Sir, — Anticipating the early com- 
mencement of dock construction, I have 
tho honor to inform you I consider it ad- 
visable to order 100 tons of tho host Port- 
land coment from England, tho quality, 
of course, to bo subjoct to tho atjproval of 
tho engineers-in-chiof, Mossrs. K. & M. , 
nnd the cement to bo shipped in oak casks. 

"W. Bk.vnktt, 

"Rest. Engineer." 

I always understood from him in con- 
versation which ho will admit that down 
to his letter of October, 1880, ho consid- 
ered 100 tons only were necessary to com- 
plete tho dock work, and that even this 
quantity might not bo roquircd, provided 
the corporation returned what was lent 
to them (see exhibit No. 7). About the 
end of October he called at my office and 
informed mo that it would bo snfer if I 
ordered 200 tons instead of 100 tons, and 
he advised me to got it at once. Ho called 
again on 2d November and made the same 
request and at my instance made en- 
quiries about shipping facilities which he 
reported in writing on 'tho afternoon of 
the same date (exhibit 8). The let- 
ter of October 8th is the last letter from 
him fixing the amount of cement required 
nt 100 tons. A few days after tho above 
interview on the 2nd November ho called 
again and nskod mo to make the order 300 
tons instead of 200 tons. 1 had some dis- 
cussion with him about theso successive 
increases in the amounts, pointing out the 
amount of money involved. On tho first 
occasion I went to Mr. Bbaven's office, and 
requested hint to bo good onough to come 
over with me, and jointly talk tho matter 
of tho :!00 tons over with Mr. Bennett. 
He did so, and caa therefore state what 
occurred. I did the samo on the second 
occasion and Mr. Bennett was again pres- 
ent. I did so as a matter of precaution, as 
money wasinvolvedin thocaso. Mr. Heaven 
can therefore state what occurred on both 
occasions. At the second interview respect- 
ing the 300 tons a number of questions 
were put to Mr. Bennett about his calcula- 
tions, and tho apparent discrepancy in them. 
On being pressed ho said ho found that the 
cement was being used up morb ouickly 
than he expected, and that tho work 
would require more than ho had thought. 
He also added that 400 tons might be re- 
quired. He was asked what had changod 
his opinion again 1 I believe, but will not 
be positive, that in roply to a question 
from one of us, he said, "that ho came to 
this conclusion after looking into the 
matter. I told him that this was becom- 
ing serious as his last figures of 400 tons 
w«uld represent a mistake of nearly £12-, 
000. After furthor conversation 'he said 
that we could not bo wrong if wo ordered 
tho quantity originally sent out. This sttr- 
prised mo audi therefore asked him what 
that quantity wae. He said, yes, about 750 
tons. I said that means over over #20,- 
000. Ho then statod that ho thought 
tho extra 7o0 tons would not ho all need- 
ed, and that we could easily sell what 
was over a.3 the article was good. Ho was 
asked if hp had made a close .'calculation 
at all ! I do not recollect his answer ex- 
actly. Mr. Beavcn or I then nskod him 
if the specifications would show the 
amouut of comout required, aud if so 
whether he could calculate the total quan- 



tity. Ho informed us that the bills of 
quantities would give tho amount, and 
that it could be arrived at from tlnqii. Hv 
was then told that he had bettcrmako out* 
an estimate in writing as sco:i :s p' ssible. 
tie: then left the office promising to do so 
During the interview ho mado a remark- 
which I have overlooked to tlte effect thsTt 
the original cement had beon ordered be- 
fe e his appointment as resident engineer 
but he was tusked in roply to it whether 
the specifications would not be sufficienl 
to give information of the whole quantity 
required. He said they would and tlia-t 
the balance required would of course b-? 
shown. Tho, above is tho substance of 
what occurred at the intorviow. Ho, how- 
ever, did state positively that 750 tons a* 
originally ordered, if ordered again, would 
be more than could* possibly bo required. 
On tho 12th Novcmpor he sont me his let- 
ter of that date reporting that 4,4(50 tons 
would be noodod to complete the- work. 
This was tho first intimation of any such 
quantity being wanted (exhibit No.,9).^ I 
received a cablegram from tho chief eu- 
ginccr in December fixing the total 
amount of cemont required by the specifi- 
cations at 5000 tons, from this the orgiosl 
lot ol 700 odd tons is to bo deducted. Tha 
cablegram was in reply to ono sont by me 
He was consulted when tho estimates for 
each of the yoars, 1880, 1881, referring 
to the dock were being framed.
